This s mal l volume deals "with ■the Subfamily PaederiNjE 
only, since it seems undesiiable to divide a subfamily between 
two volumes, while to have included the whole o£ the next 
subfamily, the Staphyulnin^e, in the present one would have 
swollen it to an inconvenient sixe The next volume will 
embrace the Subfamily STAPHTLiNm^: and, perhaps, the 
small Subfamilies TitrcHOPHYiK-®, TKitMiTOMSOiMS, and 
Pygostentnak, and it is hoped that it will be leady lor 
publication at the end of this year- It may be advisable 
here to draw attention to the following corrections which 
should be made in the first volume . —

This insect is not the flavtcomzs of Schubert, and the name 
joronmus is accordingly substituted for it. O. fZavtcoi'nis 
Sclrab.* differs fiom this species by its longer and broader 
head, and by having the eyes a little smaller, the thorax 
narrower, less transverse, with the sides almost parallel, and 
the 3rd (visible) abdominal segment more broadly black
